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ABSTRACT 

Computer login may comprise any user-determined submission. Account identification 
may be inferred by signature rather than explicitly stated. A plurality of discontiguous data 
blocks in a plurality of files may be employed for validation. The paths to data used in 
validation may be multifarious, regardless of the prospects for successful authorization. 
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
